Palms as Emblems 


The palm as an emblem of victory has, 
with the laurel, held: an acknowledged 
place from the earliest times. Heathen 
conquerors were wont to carry palm trees 
in their hands returning from ‘the scene 
of battle. Those who triumphed in the 
Grecian combats had not only crowns of 
ae given to them, but carried 
ranches. The Romans did the same in 
their triumphs, and after signal successes 
wore the toga palmata, into which the 
figures of palm trees were woven. It was 
also a common custom in Arabia’ and 
Persia and some parts of India to strew 
branches of flowers and trees in the way 
of potentates and princes. One of the 
most famous in classical history is that 
recorded by Herodotus; who tells of the 
spirit going before 
Xerxes, as he crossed the Hellespont, 
burning all kinds of perfumes on the 
bridges and strewing his path with 
myrtles. Even some of the fiercest of the 
Roman persecutors—Nero, in particular, 
as we ‘learn from Tacitus—had . flowers 
scattered before them as they returned 
from the Grecian contests. 


A Semitic Symbol 


The earliest accounts of the Jews show 
that the palm was an important symbol 
in their religious ritual. At the Feast of 
Tabernacles they were wont to walk every 
day around the altar with palm branches, 
to which were tied twigs of myrtle and 
maple, singing ‘‘ Hosannah,’’ whilst one 
of their priests chanted the Hallel, consist- 
ing of Psalms’ cxiii.-cxviii., the multitude 
joining in the responses, and waving their

“ Hosannah! O, Lord, I beseech Thee 
send now prosperity.” From the middle 
of the fourth century in the Eastern 
Church processions of palm-bearers on the 
last Sunday in Lent were usual. Many 
centuries had passed before the custom 
extended to the Western Church, when the 
day was known as Branch Sunday, Olive 
Sunday, Willow Sunday, Yew Sunday, 
Fig Sunday and Pascha Floridum. The 
real palm, indigenous to Eastern coun- 
tries, was, of course, then unprocurable, 
and yew branches were used both for dis- 
tribution and church decoration. It was 
for that reason that yew trees were 
generally grown in old burial grounds. 
According to a fifteenth century sermon 
for ‘‘ Dominica in Ramis. Palmarum,”’ 
the preacher said:—‘‘ For encheson we 
have non oliffe that bereth grene leves, 
we taken in stede of it hew and palmes 
wyth, and bereth aboute in procession, and 
so this day we callyn palme Sonnenday.”’ 


Pigeon Racing 


” 

It seems to me that only a very small 
percentage of the general public are aware 
of the possibilities of a great sport which 
goes on in our midst. This is pigeon 
racing. Already there is a flutter in the 
pigeon lofts; for the racing season starts 
in Ireland on May 7th. The first event 
will be a race from Dundalk to Naas. If 
you have not been a pigeon fancier in your 
day you may possibly wonder how a 
pigeon race is accomplished, What actu- 
ally happens is this. The programme of 
race points is fixed by your club for the 
season. The situation of each member’s 
loft is marked on a map. This map is 
then forwarded to an expert, who returns 
it with the members’ lofts accurately 
measured to a yard from the given race 
points. Thus if birds were racing from, 
say, Skihbcreen, those flying to a loft, in 
Inchicore, for example, would not have to 
cover such -a long distance as birds whose 
loft was situated at Killester. This is 
where a handicap can be made, or, as it 
is called in the terms of the fancy—the 
overfly, so that the requisite allowance is 
made to the member whose loft 4s at 
Killester, or whose birds are flying the 
greater distance. That is where the 
measurement from the race point to the 
loft comes in, 


Che .Actual “Race i 


The actual race is accomplished like 
this. Each member of the club takes his 
own birds on the day before the race to a 
marking committée. A metal identifica- 
tion ring, which has been placed on each 
bird’s leg when seven days old or so, bears 
a number and particulars, which are noted 
by the marker. Now the marker places 
upon the entrant’s other leg a rubber ring 
which bears.two numbers. One of these 
is inside and the other outside the ring. 
These numbers are kept secret from the 
owner of the competitor. When all birds 
have been treated in this manner they are 
basketed in the club’s own baskets and 
duly forwarded to the race point. Large 
clubs can afford a special convoyer, but 
the small ones are obliged to depend upon 
the stationmaster at the race point for the 
liberation of the competing pigeons. The 
convoyer, or the stationmaster, as the case 
may be, is instructed beforehand what 
time the birds are to be liberated at— 
weather permitting. Then the liberator . 
telegraphs to the secretary of the club, 
giving the time of liberation, with a 
description of wind and weather. 


Arrival of Birds 


It is then that the owners bestir them- 
selves. They are all agog waiting for the 
return of their pigeons. For, needless to 
relate, once liberated each pigeon flies back 
to his own loft.’ On arrival all methods 
are used to get the birds into their lofts, 
or, In pigeon racing phraseology, “ to get 
them trapped.’’ The owner tries whistling, 
and, if not successful, other allurements 


seeds. One fancier I know traps his 
pigeons on race days by placing a nice 
drink of sweetened milk in their fountains 
—this: temptation even makes them race 
home quicker, and I am not so sure that 
I am not giving away a stable secret. As 
soon as the birds are safely in their loft 
the rubber ring is taken off, inserted in a 
small container, which in turn is placed in 
an automatic. timing clock, when the time 
of insertion is punched and sent to the 
club. These clocks are said to even record 
split seconds. - The times of liberation, 
arrival and distance covered are now 
known. The velocity in yards per minute 
is next calculated, and the pigeon flying 
most yards per minute is the winner of the 
race. The over-fly is, of course, taken 
into consideration, and ‘‘ weighing in ” 
on verification is declared all right, This 
corresponds to “ winner alright,” which

“ THE CONFLICT OF 
LOYALTIES ” 


SERMON IN CHRIST 
CHURCH CATHEDRAL

‘‘Our Lord did not, and does not, ask men 
first their theological views. All He demands 
at first is that they should be loyal to Him, 
and that that personal loyalty should grow 


into love,” said the. Rev. R. Dowse, 
M.A., Rector of St. Peter's, speaking in 
Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, at the 
Kvensong yesterday. ‘‘Loyalty’’ was the 
title of his sermon, which was the last of 
the special series on ‘‘ Vital Christianity.” 
The preacher said that, fr and 
foremost, Christianity was a religion 
of devotion to a Person. Faith de- 


mands from men that they should say, like 
St, Paul, ‘‘ To me, to live is Christ.” Jesus 
said, while Man on earth, '' Follow Me,” and 
men had then exactly the same sort of reasons 
for heeding Him that they had to-day, Very 
often when men responded to Christ’s call 
they found themselves faced with a conflict 
of loyalties, but, if domestic, social or 
national obligations ran counter to the claims 
of Christ, He had the paramount claim on 
men's allegiance, The Master Himself had 
to face up to the conflict of loyalties. He 
had to choose between his family and the 
Kingdom of God. 

“To-day,’’ continued the preacher, ‘‘ we 
read of a conflict of loyalties which is facing 
men in other countries—the contlict of loyalty 
to Cesar or Christ. We read cf those who 
put Christ’s claim first being persecuted. 
There is nothing new in this; the same pro- 
blem faced the early Christians. Yet in 
reality there is no need for such conflicts. 
The lesser lovalties can find their full fruition 
only in loyalty to Christ. 

“ Now, loyalty to Christ, the Head, in- 
velves loyalty to the Church, His body—the 
organ through which He works in the world 
to-day. Thérefote, if men turn their backs 
on the Church they turn their backs on 
Christ. Such loyalty does not only mean to 
refrain from unantiorised teaching and prac- 
tice; it involves that a Christian’s aim 
should be not to fall short of the ideal of 
ae and devotion set forth in the Prayer 

ook.”’ i '

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ITS MEANING AND 
IMPLICATIONS 
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THE REV. E. J. COYNE'S 
LECTURE 


- 


HE phrase, the “Common (Good,” has 
been used very frequently in the his- 
tory of the world as an excuse for the 

most unjustifiable policies of Governments. 
said the Very Rev. E. J. Coyne, 8.J., in the 
course of his Lenten lecture in the Church 
of St. Francis Xavier, Upper Gardiner 
stieet,e Dublin, yesterday. 

The famous phrase, ‘‘O! Liberty, what 
crimes are committed in thy name!” might, 
he said, almost equally well be applied to 
the ‘‘Common Good.” Even to-day these 
magic words seemed to statesmen and 
politicians to be an absolution and an in- 
dulgence of the most far-reaching kind. The 
common good was not the welfare or 
dominance of a single class or a single party 
in society. That was the idea that the 


Communists had—some future classless 
society, where al! men should be equal in 
every possible respect. In Ireland they 


were slowly but surely wakening up to what 
Communism really was, and to the danger 
of its striking roots here. The only answer 
to Communism was, not violence and abuse. 
not even refutation, but the abolition of 
those conditions that exasperate the hearts 
of men, the destruction of that bouillon ae 
culture outside of which the bacillus of Com- 
munism cannot live and thrive, If they were 
not willing to abolish those conditions quickly 
and effectively, they left themselves open 
to the accusation that it was not the evils 
of Communism they attacked, but the ad- 
vantages of those conditions that they de- 
fended. 

The Pope wished to dissociate the Church 
from any attempt to maintain such condi 
tions, and to make it clear beyond doubt 
that her uncompromising hostility to Com- 
munism was in no way motivated by a 
desire to profit in any way out of the abuses 
of the present system. 

The common good, said Father Coyne, was 
not an exaggerated nationalism. In_ recent 
times the Pope had spoken very strongly on 
that poirt. They saw how in other countries 
that exageerated nationalism had led to the 
final blasphemy of setting up a ‘‘ national 
religion ’’’ in opposition to Christianity, an 
adoration of the nation, as Communism was 
an adoration of humanity. The common good 
was not meré economic wealth or political 
power. It was a moral good and, therefore, an 
order. As every order of its very nature 
required some principle or final cause to de- 
termine its intrinsic elements, so, that order, 
which was the common good, had the personal 
good of man as its principle. Individuals, 
families, economic groups, religious societies— 
all had an existence distinct from and inde: 
pendent of the State. The State did not 
create them, but it should create an order 
between them, putting each in its right place 
and keeping 1t there. 


THE STATE’S FUNCTION 


All that the State had any right to do was 
to orientate, adjust, order, and so co-ordinate 
those elements according to distributive 
justice, with one aim only—the good of human 
nature, the complete flowering of the human 
personality created in the image of God. 

Speaking of the corporate state, Father 
Coyne aid that unfortunately an impression 
had been created that the corporate stat@ was 
in some way very ‘blessed or, at least, 
sanctioned by Pope Pius Xl. What the Pope 
did recommend was something different and 
distinct—namely, a corporative society or the 
corporative organisation of society. 

Concluding, Father Coyne said that the 
Pope did not condemn capitalism as an 
economic system, but the Pope did declare, 
und show that it had been misused, that it 
had many defects, and that it needed to be 
readjusted to the standards of the right order. 

The Pope* condemned “the- soeiplogical evi! 
of individualism as the chief source. of most 
of our present social, political and economic 
disorder and confusion, and for three reasons: 

It was making the payment of a just wage, 
and at times even a lisine wage, impossible. 
It was keeping a vast army of proletarians 
propertyless, and thereby both abusing pri- 
vate property and preparing the destruction 


of private property altogether. It was in- 
evitably leading to violent conflicts in 
societies and between societies, which 
must end in revolution. The Pope 
condemned every form of Communism 
and Socialism. He admitted that certain 


just demands were to be found in some 
Socialist programmes, but that those were not 
peculiar to Socialism, and that, therefore, 
those who looked for nothing else had no 
reason. for becoming Socialists. 

The Pope’s constructive proposals were :— 

(1) To reorganise society—not the State— 
by establishing ‘‘ vocational groups” to 
restore the organic nature of society, the 
corporative organisation of society ; 

(2) To insist at all costs on the payment 
to every adult man engaged in normal work 
of a just wage, which must first be a family 
living wage (that might involve far-reachin 
reforms concerning the place of women sad 
children in industry, control of profits, and 
prices and investments) ; 

(3) To secure the wider diffusion of private 
ownership ; 

(4) To control the free competition and 
economic power of those who hold or control 
great masses of wealth or great creditg and 

(5) An essential preliminary and constant 
concomitant was a renewal of the Christian 
spirit in everybody.

MR. DILLON’S PLANS FOR 
BEET-GROWING

From Our CorResponDent. 
PORTLAOIGHISE, Sunday. 


PEAKING at a U.P. meeting at Strad- 
bally,. Leix, to-day, Mr. James Dillon, 
T.D., said that his party believed in 

de-rating not because it was popular, but 
because they had to trade i the 
markets of the world for the sale of our 
agricultural surplus. Mr, de Valera had said 
that it was playing England’s game to send 
their surplus out-of Ireland, but recently Mr. 
Lemass discovered that the only way to get 
raw material for Irish manufacturers was by 
the disposal of our agricultural surplus, and 
Dr. Ryan admitted that the best. market for 
tna' surplus was the English market. 

The land was the raw material of agri- 
culture, and if they handicapped farmers by 
taxing land how could they expect them to 
Me up with the farmers of the rest of the 
world, who had not that handicap? 

-le opposed the extension of the beet 
sugar factories, because he believed they were 
not ma Ch get out of it the worth of their 
money. e maintained that no farmer could 
pay the labourer a fair wage on the basis of 
the present price for beet. The scheme 
should be carried on in such a way as to give 
a fair wage not only to people in the factory, 
but to the men working on the farm pro- 
ducing the raw material for that’ industry. 

Since Fianna Fail had come into office they 
had increased tariffs enormously and had in- 


creased the cost of living. Tariffs or 
protection should not be given to put 
money into the pockets of one man. 


For every demand for protection the U.I.P. 
would make a condition that the industry 
should make an adequate return in wages, 
decent conditions, and good products. To 
create employment he would reduce the ages 
at which old age pensions would be avail- 
able to 65, and would then build up a re- 
serve to enable him in due course to reduce 
the age to 60. 


WOMEN AND LABOUR 
MARKET 


He would raise the school-leaving age to 
16, and provide, by way of some allowance, a 
facility for women to get out of the labour 
market, and thereby create employment for 
men. 

Fianna Fail representatives were going 
about the country bleating about wheat, beet 
and peat. Now peat had gone up the spout, 
and they were not only going to buy British 
coal, but to pay a tax of five shillings a ton, 
which Mr. de Valera put on it, while the 
poor “ goms ' who were told they were going 
to make their fortunes out of turf were left 
sitting looking at their spades. He warned 
consumers that they were not going to get 
sugar at the expense of the man who grew 
beet. They would pay a price for sugar 
that would enable the man on the land to 
get the same wage as the man inside the 
factory. 


ANYTHING THEY ASKED 


Far from decreasing the British market 
for us, a market which Dr. Ryan 
admitted was the best, the fixing 
of — the uota would increase’ the 
market, and in any negotiations with 
Great Britain they could secure almost any 
quota they would ask for, and for every- 
tihng they ie to. Great Britain they 
were going to be guaranteed a price by the 
British Government, and Br: ish buyers would 
be compelled by law to pay an economic 
price. They could bnild up a system of 
agriculture based on the supply to that 
market, a system which would be enormously 
profitable and give more .employment than 
was ever given before. The only thing Mr. 
de Valera did, about the. Republic was to 
write to Mr. Thomas to know what he would 
do if we declared x Republic. Neither Wolfe 
Tone, Emmet, Smith O’Brien, nor the Easter 
Week men went out in defence of a Republic 
or anything else of the kind. They went out 
in defence of the sovereignty, independence, 
and liberty of the Irish nation, and they were 
determined tc achieve that beyond any possi- 
bility of loss. “That,” he said, “is what 


our party has fought for and ob- 
tained.”” The Britis Attorney-General! 
had admitted that the decisions of 


successive Imperial Conferences in London, 
together with the Statute of Westminster. 
had stripped the British Parliament of all 
rights to interfere or intervene in any way 
in the affairs of the Irish Free State. South 
Africa, Austtalia or anywhere elsa, We had 
our sovereignty guaranteed by nations 
who could not get out of it without com- 
promising their own sovereignty. 


BEET AND WHEAT A 


FAILURE 

Dr. T. F. O'Higgins, T.D., said that they 
had the same freedom as the people in France 
or America. His grievance against Fianna 
Fail was the reckless promises they made. 
Unemployment was doubling itself instead of 
disappearing, and there was a tendency 
throughout the country to appeal once again 
to weapons of th> past and to support a cam- 
paign of violence. If anyone wanted a Re- 
sublic he could get it by the vote of the

INCREASES DURING 1934 
A greater liking for school among Dublin 
children during 1 is shown by the report 
just. issued by the officers of the Dublin 
School Attendance Committees. This report 
states that the percentage attendance during 
the year increased from the 86.2 of 1935 te 
87.2, and that the average attendance rose 
from 68,207.83 to 71,1328. The yey 
number on the rolls during 1934 was 81, 
an increase of 2,581. The increases would 
have been greater were it not for the presence 
of infections disease in the city during the 
year (there were 982 cases of diphtheria and 
662 cases of scarlatina), which necessitated

Summonses were issued in 208 cases af 
persistent non-attendance, and, of these, 59 
resulted in the imposition of small penalties 
or costs.

THE LANGUAGE TEST 


TO THK EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—For a long time a great deal of dis- 
appointment has mn expressed by medical 
candidates for posts filled by the Appoint- 
ments Commission. There is reason to believe 
that there are instances where the Commis- 
sion have recommended applicants altogether 
out of the order of placing by the Selection 
Boards. Soon after the Local Authorities 
(Officers and Employees) Act, 1926, was put 
in force the then Cumann na nGaedheal 
Government made it an essential condition, 
especially in the advertisements for public 
health appointments, that medical applicants 
should have a competent knowledge of Irish. 

At the time I wrote to the Press protest- 
ing against such a condition being made 
essential, as it debarred most of the candi- 
dates with the highest post-graduate qualifi- 
cations and with institutional and administra- 
tive emperience from competing for these 
appointments. In the subsequent advertise- 
ments the essential condition that candidates 
should possess a competent knowledge of 
Irish was omitted, with the misleading result 
that candidates and members of the Selection 
Boards believed the appointments were mace 
on professional merit alone. This, however, 
was not the case in a number of instances, 
and the placing of the candidates by the 
Selection Boards in order of professional merit 
was not always accepted by the Appoint- 
ments Commission, 


the’ Commissioners were apparently at 
liberty to change the placing of the Selection 
Boards: (1) physical unfitness; (2) bad char- 
acter of the applicant; (3) lacking a com- 
tent knowledge of Irish. The candidates 
new, and need not be told, if they fell 
under (1) and (2), but they had a very hazy 
idea of what happened under (3) —the 
language test. 
eemembers of the Selection Boards, as 
I have stated, placed the candidates in their 
order of professional merit, and subsequently, 
when they saw the announcements of the 
= EA by the Commission varying 
eir placings, were disposed to attribute the 
changes either to the physical unfitness of 
the candidates or to their bad characters! in 
no circumstances could. it be imagined that 
busy medical practitioners would take part 
and waste their time in a farce that brought 


prevailing suspicion that they were in some 
way responsible for some of the appointments 
not being made on _ professional merit ¢s 
intended by the Statute. 

The method of appointment in regard to 
Irish I have Peel cr is also the practice 
of the present Government, but it is more 
nakedly definite in its purpose. The last 
““ conditions of appointment ' issued to candi- 
dates in the case of public health vacancies 
contains the following very definite para- 
graph :—‘‘ Only in the event of there not 
being a sufficient number of suitably qualified 
cudidahes competent in Irish available will 
a candidate not possessing a competent know- 
ledge be recommended.’’ This condition is 
made apply to counties outside the Gaeltacht 
area. 

Notwithstanding the Commissioners’ “ dust- 
blinding ” provision that candidates with a 
competent knowledge of Irish, if they are 
to be appointed, must be “suitably 
qualified,’’ the real effect of the language 
test is that the candidate '' with a competent 
knowledge of Irish” will be appointed, 
although he might be 50 per cent. or more 
inferior in professional attainments and ex- 
perience to a candidate without Irish. To 
make this provision wérkable, the ''con- 
ditions of appointm further state the 
following to be only ‘“‘desirable qualifica- 


tions ”; ‘* Practical experience in school 
medical or ge and in the treatment of 
children, (2) experience in maternity and 


child welfare work, and (3) experience or 
special instruction in the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of tubercdlosis."" Instead of these 
being prescribed by the Commissioners (to 
facilitate the language test) as: “ desirable 
qualifications,”’ they should be absolutely 
essential if the appointments were intended 
to be made on professional merit. 

Intending candidates went to much expense 
and spent years in attaining these qualifica- 
tions in the simple belief that they would 
and should be absolutely essential and not 
merely ‘‘desirable’’ as now preseribed by 
the Appointments Commission. 

When the Local Authorities (Officers and 
Employés) Act, 1926, was going through the 
Dail and Senate, it would have had little 
or no support only for the assurance of its 
promoters that it would ensure the appoint- 
ment of the best and most experienced candi- 
dates for the work to be done, especially

to meet the extra cost. Let them publish in 
the Press the result of these calculations. 

If the additions to the fares shown by these 
calculations appear to be such that they 
would be likely to “kill” traffic to an ex- 
tent that would defeat their object, let the 
directors simultaneously publish, as an alter- 
native, proposals to meet the men’s demands 
as far as it is possible to do so by such an 
addition to the fares as they (the directors) 
consider practicable. 

Authoritative information of this sort 
would enable the public to form an opinion, 
and means could be devised enable the 
public to voice its opinion; but I think that 
the mere publication of the figures would go @ 
long way to settle the dispute.

Beef Schemes 


As announced on Saturday, the Govern- 
ment intends to abandon its “ free beef ”’ 
scheme and to introduce instead a bill 
providing for a scheme on a contributory 
basis. In other words, persons who, up 
to the present, have been getting their 
meat free will be expected in future 
to pay part of the cost—perhaps about 
twopence a pound, At the moment, it 
appears to be uncertain whether the

Government will 
attempt to 
self-supporting. In event, 
the money would the 
ordinary consumer, who already has done 
much to finance the existing scheme by 
the higher price’ which he is compelled 
to pay ; but, whichever plan is adopted, the 
Government will save money, and economy 
has been its main object in making the 
change. The ‘‘ free beef ” scheme, indeed, 
has proved itself to be entirely un- 
economic from every point of view. So 
far as the Government is concerned, the 
grants paid to butchers in respect of 
supplies have been a heavy burden, and 
the recent reduction in the grant—from 
fivepence to fourpence a pound—has done 
only a little to ease it. Mr. MacEntee, 
faced with the problem of balancing his 
Budget next. month, evidently finds that 4 
the ‘‘ free beef’’ scheme is too expensive 
a luxury to be continued, and the pressure 
on the Government’s finance is to be eased 
immediately ; for until the new scheme is 
in operation the. allowance of free beef 
to each person will be reduced by a third. 
The Government, however, is not the only 
body to find that the scheme has little to 
recommend it. The butchers, even before 
their grant was reduced, did not consider 
that they were getting fair payment for 
the meat which they distributed, and their 
attitude towards the reduction of the free’ 
allowance is one of unanimous approval ; 
since it means that their own losses will be 
reduced. The general public, too, has 
found that the only result oí the scheme 
for them has been higher prices in the 
shops. Apart from all these sectional 
points of view, the scheme could be con- 
demned as generally unsound, and the 
new scheme may not be more than a slight 
improvement upon it. Assuming, with 
almost incredible rashness, that the cattle 
export market had gone and never would 
return, the Government decided that the 
best means to avoid an embarrassing sur- 
plus of live-stock was to ensure that there 
should be as few live-stock as possible in 
the country, and the ‘‘ free beef’’ scheme, 
like the scheme for the slaughter of calves, 
was designed to this end. In the mean- 
time, ofcourse, it has been discovered that 
the extinction of the cattle trade is 
neither inevitable nor desirable, and the 
resent pact with Great Britain is doing 
something to bring it ‘back to its former 
condition. The new contributory scheme, 
even if the allowance is restored to its old 
level, should involve a reduction in the 
amount of meat issued, but the necessity 
for any such measure—except on purely 
charitable »grounds—seems already to be 
passing.

“ Summer time,” according to the law 
and most clocks, began yesterday morn- 
ing, and the principal topic of after- 
church conversation was provided by the 
dishevelled plight of people who had 
forgotten to advance their time-pieces by 
the statutory hour.

KEELING during the week-end in regard 
F to the Stresa Conference has been 
cheerful, and it is thought that the situa- 
tion is greatly improved by Germany s 
readinass to accept an eastern pact on a 
purely non-aggression basis. The con- 
clusion of such a pact would be something 
of a triumph for Sir John Simon, since 
it follows upon his visit to Berlin and the 
suggestions that he made while there. 
Though: surprise is felt that the Powers 
interested are to meet in Rome that move 
is also regarded with satisfaction ; for it 
was feared that Germany would insist on 
a meeting in London rather than at. an) 
place un Italian territory. Germany may 
now be regarded as on the way to return 
to the League of Nations, and this poss'- 
bility is, perhaps, the most gratifying out- 
come of all the negotiations and talks of 
the past few weeks. In the circumstances, 
the view is that this week's events at 
Geneva will pass off without disagreement. 
Attacks on German policy will be toned 
dowh, so that there shall be as little 
offence as possible, while the question of 
Italy and Abyssiria may be adjusted more 
easity than appeared possible a week or 
two ago. Taken all round, the develop- 
ments at Stresa seem to have cleared the 
diplomatic atmosphere in a remarkable 
manner, and Easter may see the dawn of a 
really peaceful era 


The Budget 


Mr Ramsay Macdonald is returning to 
London for the Budget to-morrow instead 
of going to Geneva, as was his intention 
a few days ago. Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
has been spending the week-end = in 
London. putting the final touches to his 
statement for delivery to-morrow after- 
noon. The House of Commons will be 
crowded. but will not be thrilled; for the 
Chancellor is unlikely to put forward any- 
thing in the way of spectacular changes. 
Once again there was a rumour in the City 
of London yesterday that there would be 
a change in the standard rate of income 
tax, but few people gave it any heed. Mr. 
Chamberlain may be able to make an 
interesting pronouncement on quotas and 
tariffs, though the Government can do 
little in this matter, being bound by exist- 
ing agreements with many countries. The 
Budget resolutions will be debated unti! 
Wednesday evening, and Parliament wi]! 
adjourn on Thursday for the Easter 
holidays. 
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Conscription in Jersey 


It 1s proposed to introduce conscription 
in Jersey owing to the falling off, under the 
voluntary system, in recruits for the Royal 
Jersey Militia. All boys between sixteen 
and eighteen will be invited to volunteer, 
and if a sufficient number does not come 
forward the remainder will be obtained 
by a ballot. They will remain on the 
active list until the age of thirty-five 
unless placed on the reserve. The military 
duties to be performed will not be arduous, 
and the only condition will be attendance 
for fiity hours’ drill a year. Now that 
attention has been drawn to the shortaze 
of reeruits it is hoped that the necessity 
for conscription will not arise, but it 
certainly will be adopted if the necessary 
number is not forthcoming. 


Quicker Promotion 


Promotion among officers in British 
infantry regiments has been accelerated 
by the departure of over 170 officers, who 
have accepted the terms of retirement 
offered last year. The disappearance of 
a large number of Majors and Captains 
has achéeved” its purpose in enabling 
subalterns to t> promoted to Captains, 
and Captains to be promoted to Majors. 
Many Lieutenants with from fifteen to 
seventeen years’ service will now be pro- 
moted to Captain. Most of the retire- 
ments of Majors and Captains have taken 
effect. but a further number will become 
effective during the next month or two. 
When the scheme was first announced it 
was estimated that about 150 officers. 
would appl: for retirement on the terms 
offered, but the plan has been more success- 
ful than was anticipated, since the num- 
ber is likely to reach 200. 


The North’s New Station 


A new method whereby, it is hoped.

Con- 
fidence in Europe can only slowly be 
restored after the shock caused last month 
by the German announcement of re- 
armament, and Great Britain, true to 
her mediatorial réle, must to some extent 
plead the German case to the other Powers, 
while showing a complete understanding 
of their natural misgivings and alarm. 

In this country, too, there are, indeed, 
any number of alarmists who are firmly 
convinced that the post-war period is end- 
ing only to usher in another pre-war 
period, and who regard Germany as in- 
veterately opposed to any collective system 
whatever. The result of Stresa should 
reassure them. Germany is already a 
full member of the Locarno system, which 
is the best Treaty of collective security 
yet devised. She is positively anxious to 
extend it to the air, and she is ready to 
enter a multi-lateral pact of non- 
aggression in Eastern Europe. From the 
point of view of achieveme: “ and promise, 
in fact, she: stands much in the same 
position as this country in relation to 
security pacts. 
as on her Western, frontiers she is now 
committed to a policy of international 
collaboration. That this result should 
have been attained at Stresa without the 
slightest weakening of Anglo-Franco- 
Italian relations, is matter for congratula- 
tion and for profound encouragement.

Fo ah sons move by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce last Satur- 
day with a view to bringing the tram and 
‘bus dispute, which has now entered on 
its seventh week, to an end would seem 
to be meeting with as little success as the 
previous attempts to end the deadlock. 

Meanwhile a split has occurred between 
the two unions. 

The Minister submitted the following 
proposal to the parties for their considera- 
tion :— 

“With a view to a settlement of the 
dispute between the Dublin United 
Tramways Co. (1896), Ltd., and its 
workmen, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce proposes that there 
shall be a truce for a period of seven 
ha ee OUR “Eadra to 8 p.m, 

Services will be resumed, 
and negotiations between the parties 
will commence simultaneously on the 
issues in dispute.”’ 

This proposal differs in no way from 
that which was accepted by the company 
and rejected at a ballot vote of the men a 
fortnight ago. | 

Its repetition at this stage took both the 
public and the workers directly concerned 
by surprise, but the explanation is forth- 
coming in a statement which has been 
issued by the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union on the position. 


UNION’S PROPOSAL 


This statement also gives portion of the 
history of Saturday’s moves. It is as 
follows :— 

““On Saturday evening representatives 
of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union attended, by request, at 
Government Buildings, where they met 
Mr. Leydon, Secretary of the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, who was 
accompanied by Mr. D. Sullivan. Mr. 
Leydon submitted a proposal for settle- 
ment of the existing dispute in the follows 
ing terms :— 

“Is is proposed that work should 
be resumed on the following basis: 

““* (1) Men to resume work on the 
terms as laid down in the document 
of the 23rd January, 1935; 

“ * (2) Negotiations commence con- 
currently with the resumption of 
work ; 

“ (ó) All matters arising out of 
the dispute not settled in the course 
of the negotiations to be left to the 
decision of an arbitrator.’ i 

“On our enquiring why this was subs 
mitted to our union separately, and not 
to a joint meeting of the two unions, Mr. 
Leydon stated that representatives of the 
Amalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union had been there pre« 
viously, and would return shortly. After- 
wards Messrs. Kyle, Hillman, Harte and 
Lynch attended. Mr. Kyle stated that 
this document was the proposal of his 
union ; that it had been approved of by 
his strike committee, and that he in- 
tended to submit it to a meeting of his 
members with his recommendation that it 


be adopted. 
AGAINST PROPOSALS 


“ We made it clear that we were not 
prepared to accept these proposals, and 
on our rising to leave were requested by 
Mr. Leydon to remain until he had con- 
sulted the Minister. Mr. Leydon and 
Mr. Sullivan retired, and on their return 
stated that they were authorised by the 
Minister to make a fresh proposal of a 
seven days’ truce. At Mr. Leydon’s re- 
quest we agreed to have this considered 
by our strike committee. 

“The origin of this dispute should not 
be forgotten. On Friday afternoon, March 
lst the Minister summoned representatives 
of the two unions, and on attending we 
learned of a threatened dispute in con- 
sequence of the dismissal of a member of 
the Amalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union. The efforts of the 
Minister to bring about a settlement 
having failed, the position was discussed 
subsequently between the unions. The 
Amalgamated Union informed us that 
meetings of their members had been 
arranged for that night and the following 
morning, and that it was likely a decision 
would be reached that their members 
would strike in defence of their member, 
and asked us should that take place what 
our attitude would be. We informed them 
that in that event we would withdraw our 
members. On Sunday morning, March 
2nd, on being acquainted by Mr. Kyle 
that his union had decided to cease work 
on Sunday morning, March órd, this 
union immediately instructed its members 
to withdraw their labour. 


JOINT ACTION PACT 
“In the early stages of the dispute the 
Dublin Trades Union Council intervened 
with a view to helping and co-ordinating 
the work of the two unions, and it was 
agreed that all meetings and negotiations 
be conducted jointly. Notwithstanding 
this agreement the Amalgamated Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union, with- 
out notifying the Dublin Trades Union 
Council or this union, placed before the 
Minister their proposal for resumption of 
work with arbitration in the event of a 
disagreement, and have now:made arrange- 
ments for a separate meeting of their 
members. The action of the Amalgamated 
Transport and General Workers’ Union 
in departing from this agreement for joint 
action has been reported by us to the 
Dublin Trades Union Council.”’ 

The proposals for a settlement made by 
the Amalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union are in effect that the men 
should go back to work with the increases 
which the company’s representatives on 
the Joint Conciliation Board were prepared 
to recommend to the directors on January 
25. After this meeting of the Board 
separate meetings of the members of the 
two unions were held, and the workers were 
unable to accept the proposals as a final 
settlement. They instructed their repre- 
sentatives to negotiate further, and a meet- 
ing of the Board was held a short time 
afterwards, but no further progress was 
made. . 

The fate of the proposal shows that there 
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is a wide difference of opinion between the 
two unions. The Amalgamated Transport 
and General Workers’’ Union is prepared 
to accept the concessions salient at the 
Conciliation Board meeting as an earnest 
of a final settlement, and to advise the men 
to resume work with these concessions. The 
Trish union seeks a final settlement before 
there is a resumption. 


TO-DAY'S MEETING 


There is no difference, however, between 
the unions regarding Mr. Lemass’s pro- 
posal. The Strike Committee of the Irish 
union rejected it on Saturday, and the 
Branch Committee of the Amalgamated 
and Transport Workers’ Union turned it 
down unanimously yesterday. . 

The Branch Committee, in turning down 
the Minister’s proposal, nevertheless de- 
eided to take the decision of the rank and 
file on the matter.

It is considered Tikely that the union’s 
ewn proposal for a settlement will also 
be submitted to the meeting, and that it 
will be pressed if it is accepted by the 
majority of the men.

Ing regarding dispute benefit, Some of 
the men are likely to receive increased 
Benefit at the end of the present week. 

No meeting of the rank and file has as 
yet been arranged by the Irish union. Jt 
is understood that the Strike Committee. 
who were in consultation with the national 
officers yesterday; do not feel that they 
have anything new to put before their 
members. 

Following the Branch Committee meet- 
ing of the Amalgamated. Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, yesterday, 
officers of the union reported on the posi- 
tion to the sub-committee of the Dublin 
Trades Union Council which has been 
dealing with the strike position. 

The Council’s appeal for funds to 
supplement dispute benefit has now been 
launched, and the affiliated unions are 
taking the necessary steps in the matter. 


THE POSITION 


There were no further. developments 
during yesterday evening, and all parties 
are awaiting the outcome of to-day’s meet- 
ing. Should the rank and file of the 
Amalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union turn down the two pro- 
posals the cleavage between the ~unions js 
not likely to develop, but should they 
accept the leaders’ suggestion—and yes- 
terday the Branch Committee passed a 
vote of confidence: in their leaders 
and Strike Committee—the differences 
between the parties are likely to play a 
very important part in bringing about a 
speedy settlement. As the position stands 
the resumption of the services before 
Easter is not entirely out of :the question.

Act, and the Aliens Act, having passed 
‘through both Houses of the Oireachtas, 
have received the signature of the Governor- 
General, and haye now reached the Statute 
Book. 

On Saturday Mr. Ruttledge, Minister for 
Justice, made an Order under the Aliens Act. 
This Order is entitled the Aliens (Exemption) 
Order, 1935, and it exempts: the citizens, 
subjects, or national’, of the countries of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations from the 
application of the restrictive provisions of the 
Ahens Act. 

President de Valera, when piloting these 
measures through the Oireachtas, promised 
to make such an Order immediately the two 
bills became law. In the absence of such an 
Order, of course, the citizens of Great Britain 
and the British Commonwealth of Nations 
would automatically have become aliens in 
this country, and have been forced to register 
when visiting the Saorstat. 

The Government Information Bureau, in a 
statement issued on Saturday, stated :— 


CITIZENSHIP 


“The Irish Nationality and Citizenship 
Act, 1935, and the Aliens Act, 1935, have 
become law. The Irish Nationality and 
Citizenship Act regulates the acquisition and 
loss of Insh nationality, and the Aliens Act 
provides for the status, rights and control of 
aliens. The latter Statute authorises the 
Minister for Justice to make Orders 
BS Aliens Orders) relating to the con- 
ditions on which aliens may enter or remain 
in Saorstat Eireann, and making provision 
for the registration, deportation, etc., of 
aliens. 

‘The Aliens Act gives power to the Execu- 
tive Council by Order to exempt from the 
application of any of its provisions or from 
the application of the provisions of any 
Aliens Order, the citizens, subjects, or na- 
tionals of countries as regards whom the 
Council are satisfied that in all the cir- 
cumstances, and, in particular, having regard 
to the laws relating to immigrants in force 
in those countries, they consider it proper 
that an exemption order should be made. 

“An Order entitled the Aliens (Exemp- 
tion) Order, 1935, was accordingly made on 
Saturday exempting the citizens, subjects or 
nationals of the countries of the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations from the application of 
th. restrictive provisions of the Aliens Act 
and from the application of the provisions of 
the Aliens Order, 1935.”

| SLIGO HIT BY 


ECONOMIC WAR 


DISTRICT JUSTICE 
TAKEN TO TASK 


STATEMENT THAT

OCAL merchants and traders here have 
| expressed considerable surprise at the 
— remarkable statement made by District 
Justice Walsh, in an interview with Press 
representatives on the conclusion of Malin 
Court, in which. the Justice, giving his im- 
pressions after a fleeting visit to this county, 
is Teported to have stated that ‘‘ Sligo 
merchant classes seemed to have money to 
burn, to judge by their standards of living, 
and that he had been informed by one who 
knew Sligo well that the people here seemed 
to have adjusted themselves to the economic 
war and never mentioned it. ' 

Mr. Frank Nally, managing director of 
Messrs. Higgins and Keighron, Ltd., general 
grocers, when shown Mr. Walsh’s assertion, 
stated that his firm recorded a reduction in its 
turn-over of 12} per cent. in the past twelve 
months, as compared with normal trade, with- 
out any corresponding reduction in overhead 
expenses. - 

‘Jt would take more than a poet or a 
dramatist,’” added Mr. Nally, "' to read pros- 
perity into the figures presented in our balance 
sheet.” 

Mr, A. H. Henderson, managing director 
of Messrs. Blackwood and Co., Ltd., another 
leading grocery firm, bore out Mr. Nally’s 
statement, and said that it was difficult to 
believe that District Justice Walsh was 
serious in his remarks. 


FEWER CAROGES 


Mr. Arthur P, Jackson, managing director 
of Messrs. Pollexien and Co., Lid. millers 
and general importers, and Chairman of Sligo 
Harbour Commissioners, said that the truth 
of Mr. Walsh’s statement would be tested 
b ythe returns of the Sligo Steam Navigation 
Co., and the Burns ws g Laird Line, which 
showed that these companies were not carry- 
ing at present one-tenth of the cargoes they 
normally carried. Local firms, he said, were 
experiencing a considerable falling off in cash 
payments, due to the difficulty of the smaller 
traders to collect money from the farming 
classes. 

Regarding feeding-stufis, as apart from the 
flour trade, which was continuously good 
owing to the prohibition of imports; the de- 
mand, Mr. Jackson stated, was now only 
about one-tenth of what it used to be in 
Sligo, due to the progress of the economic

Mr. Henry C. Lyons, managing director of 
Messrs. H. Lyons and Co., one of the largest 
drapery firms in the West, described the 
statement that one would never hear the 
economic war mentioned in Sligo as pure non- 
sense. . It was quite true, he said, that Sligo 
traders were very proud of the fine appear- 


ance of their establishments, and always tried 


to keep the best side out, but the acid test 
of the state of business nowadays was in the

T' threat of legal proceedings at the 


suit of the Board of Works against 

the Listowtl U.D.C, for recovery of 
arrears due in respect of borrowings by their 
predecessors, liability for whieh has been re- 
pudiated by the present Council, was dis- 
cussed at a large public meeting at Listowel 
under the auspices of the local Citizens’ De- 
fence, Committee. . Mr Patrick Breen, 
chairman, presided, On the platform were 
the Rev. Canon Adderley; M.A., and eight 
members of the Council. 

The Chairman said that they had to meet 
powerful opponents in two Government De- 

“They kne that every effort had 
bái made to prevent the collection of the 
town rates for the years 1934-25 :n order | 
to deprive the present Council of funds with 
which to meet their admitted liabilities and 
to defray the cost of the legal proceedings 
with the Local Government Department and 
the Board of Works. The fone MC Ce that 
their case had broken down and that they 
had been deserted by thei: solicitor were de- 
liberate falsehoods. 

Mr. Joseph O’Mahon; (firm of Byrne 
and Co.); solicitor to the Committee, 
said there was no truth in the suggestion

In 1934 the total loans or overdrafts 
had reached a figure of almost £15,000, 
although the statutory limit was only £9,500.
